. (SER J| Profeſſors thereof, to the ruine and _ of Trade, waſting of Lands, extinguiſhing of Charity, contempt of the Royal Power, .and converting of true Reli- 
EAST gion andthe fear of God, 'into Animoſities, Names, Factions, and ſomtimes into Sacriledge and Treaſon. And being reſolved as much as in Us lyes, to Unite 
S —ESS 2 the Hearts and Aﬀettions of our. SubjeRts to God in Religion, to Us in Loyalty ando their Neighbours in Chriſtian Love and Charity, Have therefore thoughe 
YL ZESSICY fit to:Grant, and by ouf Soveraign Authority, Prerogative Reyal and abſolute power, which all our Subjedts are to-obey without Reſerve, Do hereby give antf 
. Grant Our Royal Tolleration to the ſeveral Profeſlors of the Chriſtian Religion atrermamed, with and'under the ſeveral-Conditions, Reſtriftions and:Limi- 
- mitations after-mentioned.* .In the firſt place, we allow and Tollerate the moderate Prefbyterians, to Meet in their private Houſes, and there to hear all ſuch Miniſters, as either 
have or are willing to accept of Our Indulgence Allanerly, and .none other, and that there be not any thing ſaid or done contrary to the well and peace of Our.:Reigny 
Seditious or Treaſonable, under the higheſt Pains theſe Crimes will Import; nor are they to preſume to build Meeting-Houſes, or to Uſe Out-Houlſes or Barns, buronly:to 
Exerciſe in their privat Houſes as ſaid is : In the mean time it is our Royal will and pleaſure that Field-Conventicles and ſuch as Preach or exerciſe at them, or who ſhall any ways 
 Afliſt or Connive at them, -ſhall be-proſecuted according to the .utmolt ſeverity of Our Laws made againſt them, ſeeing from theſe Rendezvouzes of Religion, ſo much-Difor- 
.der hath proceeded, -and ſo much .difturbance to the:Government; and for which after this our Royal lndu}gence for tender Conſciences there is no Excuſe left, In like 
manner, We do hereby Tollerate Quakers, to meet and exerciſe in their Form, in any Place-or Places appointed for their Worſhip. And conſidering the ſevere and cruel Laws made 
againſt Reyan-Catholicks (therein called Papis) in the Minority of @ur Royal Grand-Father of Glorious Memory, without his Conſent, and contrar y* tro the duty of good 
Subjects, by his Regents and other Enemies to. their Lawful Soveraign, v6ur Royal Great Grand-Mother Queen Mary. of Blefſed and Pious Memorty, wherein under the pre- 
tence: of Religion they Cloathed theworſt of Treaſons, Faions, and Uſurpations, and made theſe Laws, not as againſt the Enemies of «God, but their own ; which Laws have 
ſtill been continued of Courſe, without deſign of Executing them, or any-of them, .ad terrorew only, on Suppoſition that the Papifts relying on an External Power, were incap-- 
able of Duty aud true Allegiance to their natural Soveraigns, and Rightful Monarchy : We of Our certain Knowledge, and long Experience, krowing that the-Catholicks, 
as it is their principle to be good Chriſtians, 1o it is to be duriful Subjects, and that they have likewiſe on all Occaſions ſhown themſelves good and faichful Subjects to Us, and 
' Our Royal Predeceſſors, by hazarding, and many of them aQtually loſing their Lives and Fortunes in their Defence (though of another Raligion) and the maintenance of 
their Authority againft the Violences and Treaions of the moſt violent Abberrors of theſe Laws, Do therefore with Advice and Conſent of Qur Privy Conncil, by-Our Soveraign 
Authority; Prerogative Royal, and Abſolute Power aforeſaid, ou Stop, and Diſable all Laws and Ads of Parliament, Cuſtoms or Conſtitutions made or' Executed 
againſt apy of our Rewan-Catholick Subjects, in any time paſt to all intents and purpoſes, making void all prohibitions therein mentioned, Pains or Penalties therein Ordained 
to be Inflid, fo that they ſhall in all things be as free 1n all reſpefts as any of our Proteſtant Subje&s whatloever, not only to exerciſe their Religion, but to enjoy all Offices 
Benefices, and others, which We ſhall think fit to beſtow upon them in all time coming: Nevertheleſs it is Our Will and Pleaſure, and We do hereby Command all Catholicks 
33 their higheſt Pains, only to exerciſe their Religious Worſhip in Houſes or Chappelsz and that my _—_— not to Preach in the open Fields, or to Invade the Proteſtant 
Chances by force, under the pains aforeſaid, tg be inflited upon the Offenders reſpe&ively, nor ſhall they preiuine to make publick Proceflions angus. 7 mas nota}. of 
Our Royal 'Burghs, under the Pains above-mentioned: And whereas the Obedience and Service of Our fy Subjes is due to Us by their j Our Soveraignity 
and that no Law, Cuftom, or Conſtitution, Difference in Religion, or other impediment whatſoever 'can exempt or diſcharge the Subjets from their Native Obligations anc 
Duty to the Crown, or hinder Us from _— and employing them, according to their ſeveral Capacities, and Our Royal Pleaſure, nor reftrain us from conferins 
Heretable Rights, and Priviledges upon them, or Vacuate -or Annul theſe Rights Heretable, when they are made or conferred: And likwiſe conſidering that ſome Oaths are 
* capable of being Wrelted b en-of Siniſtraous Intentions, a practice in that: Runge fatal to Religion, as it was to Loyalty ; Do therefore, with Advice and Conſent 
aforefaid, Caſs, Annul and Diſcharge all Oaths whatſoever, by which axy of Our Subjects are incapacitated or diſabled from holding Places, or Offices in Our ſaid Kindom 
or enjoying their Hereditary Rights and Priviledges, Diſcharging the fame to be taken or given in any time coming, without Our ſpecial Warrand and Conſent, under ry. 
ains due to the Contempt of our Royal Commands and Authority ; and to this effet, we do by Our Royal Authority aforeſaid, Stop, Diſable, and Diſpence with all 
aws enjoyning the ſaids Oaths, Teſts, or any of them, particularly the fiſt AR of the firſt Seffion of the firſt Parliament of King Charles the Second ; the eleventh Act of the 
forefaid Seflion of the forefaid. Parliament ; the fixth Act of the-third, Parliamehe of the ſaid King Charles; the twenty firſt and twenty fifth Ats'cf that Parliament : and the 
thirteenth AR of the firſt Seſſion of Our late Parliament, in fo far allanerly as concems the taking the Oaths or Teſts therein preſcribed, and all others, as well not men- 
- s mentioned, and that in place of them, all Qur good Subjects, or ſuch of them as We or Our Privy Council ſhall require ſo to do, ſhall take and Swear the following

of Parliament above-mentioned, or others; we by Our AuthoritÞ<#9a AblolutePower, and Prerogative-Royal above-mentioned of our certain Knowledge, and innate Me 
ive Our ample and full Indemnity to all thole of the Rowan-Catholick or Pops Religion, for all things by them done contrary to Our Laws or Ads of Parliameur, 
in any time paſt relating to their Religian, the Worſhi yo Exerciſe thereof, a for being P apiſts, Jeſuits, or Traffickers, tor hearing or ſaying of Maſs, Concealing of Priefts 
or .Jeſuits , or brezding their Children ' Catholicks at home -or abroad, or any other thing, Rite, or Do&trine, laid, pertormed or maintained by them, or any of them: 
And likwiſe for holding or takeing of Places, Employmen:s, or Offices, contrxory to any Law or Conſtitution, Advices given.to Us or Our Council, Actions done, orgene- 
rally any thing performed or faid againſt the known Laws of that Our Ancient Kingdom. Excepting always from this Onr Royal Indemnity all Murders : IONS , 
Thefts. amd fach like other Crimes, which never uſed to be.com rehended in Our general Acts of Indemairy. And We command and require all Our Judges, or others 
[concerned, to explain this in the moſt ampte ſenſe and mcaning Acts of Indemnity at any time have contained : Declaring this ſhall be as good to every one concereed, 
as if they bad our Royal Pardon and Remiffion under Our Great Scal of that Kingdom, And likwiſe Indemnifying Our Proteſtant Subjects from all Pains and Penalties 
* | due for hearing or. Preaching in Houſes; provided there be no Treaſonable Speeches uttered in the faid Conventicles by them, in which Caſe the Law is only to take place againſt
